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UFOs Sighted Over Carroll County

UFO Investigators from the 
National Investigations Com¬ 
mittee on Aerial Phenomena (NI- 
CAP) went to Carroll County last 
weekend to research two recent 
reports of unidentified flying ob¬ 
jects. — "' 

Charles Paul Kenyon, his wife, 
and four children, sighted the 
first object about 8 p.m., during 
the severe lightning and rain 
storm on Aug. 3. 

A* similar sauccr-shapcd ob¬ 
ject was seen by about 20 people 
In Frizzlcburg Sunday, Aug. 8. 

Mr. and Mrs. Craig Phillips, 
members of N1CAP, interviewed 
Kenyon, his family, and James 
Key who saw the Frizzle- 
burg UFO, took pictures of the 
sites, and talked with local police 
and weathermen. 

Discussing Kenyon’s sighting, 
mrs. Phillips said, “h doesn’t 
sound like any of the simple 
ones. About 20 per cent of the 
sightings can’t be explained. 

The Kenyons left their home 
in Sam’s Creek during the storm 
and drove as they often do to 
Md. 31 near Westminster to watch 
the storm. 


Kenyon said he saw a large 
oval shaped ship moving south¬ 
west parallel to Md. 31. Pointing 
it out to his family he watched 
it go out of sight behind a woods. 

It reappeared in about 10 
minutes traveling northeast along 
Md. 31. It turned west toward 
Uniontown, then circled and flew 
back across the Kenyon truck and 
over Fitzhugh hill toward West¬ 
minster, he said. 

Kenyon said the object was 
about 50 feet lower to the ground 
than tlie nearby WTTIl radio 
tower. 

There was a flashing light on 
top of the ship and eight shiallcr 
lights on Its belly. Kenyon said 
it seemed to be about 20 feet 
long. 

As the ship passed over the 
truck, the Kenyons heard a sound 
like the whine of a large air 
conditioner. 

The Kenyons drove to the top 
of Fitzhugh hill but did not soc 
the ship again. 

Mrs. Phillips questioned Ken¬ 
yon closoly on the apparent slzo 
and altitude of the object, the 
weather conditions, its color, 
sound and direction. 

Kenyon said that his truck 
lights were out when he saw 
the ship. Only a few house lights 


shone in the evening darkness. 
He said that the heavy rains had 
stopped but that the lightning 
was injensc and quite close. 

“I got the feeling they were 
hunting for something. The thing 
seemed to follow the lightning 
wherever it was the severest,” 
Kenyon said. 

The Phillips asked Kenyon to 
draw pictures of the ship and 
to repeat in detail what he saw. 
They even taped the sound of 
an air conditioner on top of the 
Westminster Drug Fair. Kenyon 
said It had the exact same sound 
as the UFO. 

l-alcr on Saturday, the Phil¬ 
lips interviewed Key, a retired 
seaman who lives in Frizzlcburg. 
He reported watching an egg- 
shaped ship with bright lights 
for about 10 minutes during a 
family gathering in his backyard 
Aug. 8. 

Key spld that at about 8:15 
p.m. one of his guests noticed 
the object and watched it for a 
few minutes before alerting the 
othor 20 people. All of them 
watched the ship as it flaw out 
of the north, then turned west 
toward Thurmont 

Mrs. PhUlips said that her 
taped interviews and photographs 
will be studied by N1CAP for any 


possible explanation. NICAP will 
investigate whether any air¬ 
planes, helicopters of weather 
balloons could have been in the 
area at the time of the sight¬ 
ings. 

Topography, weather, winds, 
temperature and light will be 
checked for the possibility of 
some optical effect on the sky. 
Mrs. Phillips said that the ap¬ 
pearance of UFOs can be caused 
by reflections on metal or glass, 
by unusually bright stars or 
planets, and even by some gases. 

Possible UFOs In photographs 
sometime prove to be stars, 
planes or even blotches ofplmlo- 
graphic developer, she added. 

Mrs. Phillips recalled one hoax 
photograph Uial was a chocolate 
fudge sundae photographed In a 
peculiar light Another report 
of a white globe as big as Die 
moon proved to be a dandelion 
fluff floating by on the wind. 

"Those people are not stupid." 
Mrs. Phillips said. U’s just that 
occasionally there will be a 
freakish circumstance.’ 

At least five people saw both 
of the Westminster UFOs. Ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Phillips, it will 
be tought to discredit them and 
tougher still to explain them.

Flying saucers have not; 
been much in the news of late, 
but that does not mean that 
there Isn’t "something out 
there" or that frequent 
sightings have not been made 
of unidentified flying objects. 

This statement came from 
Stantnn T. Friedman, In¬ 
dustrial nuclear physicist, who 
related recent sightings of 
what apparently was the same 
phenomenon by two local 
atopies. 

Friedman, who is active in 
the organization of the 
California UFO Research 
Institute, is interested in 
hearing from others who may 
have information on this 
sighting, future sightings, or 
solid reports of past ex¬ 
periences.

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Strange Objects In Skies 
Keep Salisburians Peeping

' The next time you see a bright 
moving object in the night sky 
above Rowan County, don’t 
shrug it off as an airplane or 
shooting star until you are 
convinced that’s what it is. 

But can you always be cer- 
■_ tain? 

Americans land on the moon. 
The space about this planet is 
boundless. Might there be 
' someone out there in the 
darkness — a being from a 
civilization equal to or superior 
to ours — traveling to our world? 

Flying saucers. Bah, comic 
strip stuff, you say. 

But can you be certain? 
j Two Salisbury men now look 
, at the sky in wonderment. They 
; • do not dismiss each light in the 
night as natural. 

i But when they aren’t willing to 
tell all their acquaintances they 
believe in flying saucers. People 
1 . might stare and say, “Poor fella, ' 
been working too hard. Needs a 
rest.” 

The two men — call them Bob 
and Ted — and their families 
frequently go to the nor¬ 
thwestern section of the county 
at night to watch the lights in the 
shy. 

And wait for an UFO 
(unidentified flying object). 

Bob has been intensely in¬ 
terested in flying saucers during 
the past six to eight weeks. Some 
| nights you don't see any UFO’s. 

; But then there are those nights. . 

"If you go out and look for 
1 them long enough, you are going 
to see them,” Bob said recently. 
He talked in a secluded plAce’ln 
his store, afraid someone else 
might here, someone who is not 
I a true believer in UFO’s. 

The lights act strangely. They 
appear to be a dic-shaped ob¬ 
jects giving off a white, some¬ 
times a red, sometimes a blue 
light*. Whenever .an airplane 
nppmnchcs their vicinity, the 
lights go out, reappearing when 
■ the airplanes arc gone. They can 
' move in any direction and at 
varying speeds. The lights zoom 
Vertically horizontally or at an 
angle. 

They can hover in the sky for 
moments, then... .zoom .. .they I 


soar off rapidly. 

Bob thinks a spaceship may 
even have landed in his front 
yard. He’s not convinced, mind 
you. It may have been a prank, 
but then can you be certain? 

Bob awoke one morning 
recently to a beeping noise that 
seemed to come from the front 
yard. The time was between 4 
a.m. and 4:30 a.m. He doesn’t 
know why now, but Bob did not 
gej up to investigate the noise. 

He recalls that the dogs in the 
neighborhood were barking. 
That's the way they act whene¬ 
ver the UFOs in the sky are 
sighted on one of his night ex¬ 
cursions, Bob explains. They 
seem to hear something that 
humans cannot. 

When Bob's son began to mow 
the front lawn that morning, he 
found two odd places in the 
grass. 

The grass in these areas ap¬ 
peared to have been burned. 
They were across from each 
■ other, and they farmed part of a 
circle. The outer edges of this 
circle were formed by scorched 
grass. , 

A residue of some sort was on 
the grdss. Bob had a friend 
analyze it in his lab. The con¬ 
clusion was that it was a carbon 
from an exhaust 

Bob also found particles of a 
material which looked like cot¬ 
ton. When these particles were 
taken to the 'friend’s lab, they 
would not dissolve In any of the 


available chemicals. Instead of 
becoming softer, they became 
harder. 

Bob called the National In¬ 
vestigation Committee on Air 
Phenomena in Washington, D.C. 
about his findings. The man on 
the telephone advised him that 
the incident may have been a 
prank, but Bob isn’t sure. 

Ted is a new convert to UFO 
believers. Bob has been inter¬ 
ested in the possibility of extra¬ 
terrestial beings and their trav¬ 
els for 18 to 20 years and had 
read much about the topic. 

Ted and his wife were once 
among the people who think 
flying saucers are fantasy. That 
is, until one night in Thomas- 
’•ille... 

The couple had stopped at a 
stoplight in the Chair City, It was 
in a residential section. 

Suddenly, the interior of their 
car lit up brightly. Ted, thinking 
it was a driver who approached 
from the rear with his lights on 
high beam, adjusted his mirror 
to reflect the light into the other 
guy’s eyes. But the intensity of 
the light remained. 

As he rounded a corner, Ted 
looked into his side view mirror. 
There were no other vehicles, 
behind him. He pulled his car to 
a halt and got out. 

In the sky there was a bright 
light. There was no noise. The 
object hovered above a school 
momentarily, then shot up Into 
the sky. 


It was the making of a belie¬ 
ver. 

Bob and Ted do not Blindly 
accept everything they see in the 
night sky as a UFO. They tem¬ 
per their wonderment with a bit 
of doubt. The lights in the 
northwestern section of the coun¬ 
ty may have a simple ex¬ 
planation. 

A resident of Goodman Drive > 
shoots rockets into the sky. Paul - < 
Hammer Jr. says that he has 
launched over 700 rockets in the 
last eight months. The rockets 
have blinking lights and are 
capable of reaching 10,000 feet. 

They drift to the ground by 
parachute. 

Bob admits that the rockets 
may be the UFOs he and Ted 
have watched in the sky. The 
lights on the rockets, the para¬ 
chute which could cause the 
rockets to hove or move about 
with wind currents as it des¬ 
cends. It all seems logical. 

But the rockets don’t explain 
the sightings Bob and Ted have 
made in other places, in Tho- 
masville, for instance. They 
don’t explain a large cigar- 
shaped object with portholes 
which Bob once sighted on his 
way from from Statesville. 

There may be no flying 
saucers. 

"Is this something that our 
country or some other country 
has or something from up 
there,” Bob asks. 

Who can be certain?

, Three area residents say Tuesday’*. 
< storm brought a flying saucer to Pontiac 
along with the rain. They claim it drop¬ 
ped out of the clouds near MIS and Dix¬ 
ie, whistled and glowed, hovered and 
zoomed before disappearing in the 
> direction of Pontiac 

Bruce McGowen, 17, of 2(10 Hopcfield, 
i Pontiac Township, William Schultz of 
Pontiac and Mrs. Bonnie Geliske of 
. Parview Drive, Independence Township 
said they were standing together dn a 
patio outside the Greens Lake 
; Apartments on Parview when the saw 
the object, about 6:40 p.m. 

All agreed that the unidentified flying 
object was round or disc-shaped and red 
to orange in color. Mrs. Geliske says it 
glowed like an electric stove burner. 

“I couldn't sleep all night Tuesday,” 
says Mrs. Geliske. "My husband said it 
must have been a lightning ball, but a 
lightning ball couldn’t hover like this 
thing did.” Mrs. Geliske says she never 
believed in flying saucers before, “but I 


do now,” she said. "I saw it with my 
own eyes.” 

Schultz said the saucer was visible for 
little more than w minute. He says he 
watched It through binoculars until it 
disappeared. 

Mrs. Geliske and McGowen. 17, claim 
the flying object made-a whistling noise 
through Schultz said he doesn’t 
remember hearing anything unusual. 

Schultz said this is the first evidence 
he has seen of other life in the solar 
system, though he says he has always 
had a suspicion that such life could ex¬ 
ist. 

McGowen’s sighting of the object — 
“There are no planes like that," — his 
belief in previous reports he's heard that 
such objects have visited earth. 

He says he has an uncle and aunt In 
Missouri who watch the stars through a 
telescope and who have reported seeing 
unidentified flying objects. 

Sheriff’s Department, State Police, 
Selfridge Air Force Base and Pontiac- 
Oakland Airport say. they received no 
reports of strange aircraft in area 
skies. ,

But perhaps, if you saw what two Valley 
residents reported to The Herald & News of¬ 
fice these last two days, you’ll be pleased to 
know “it's” been tentatively identified. 

A rock-like Federal Aviation Agency 
spokesman listened calmly to our second-hand 
reports of two sightings Wednesday, one about 
5:15 a.m. Wednesday of an “orange-glowing 
spherical object” in the Dublin foothills, and 
the other at 9:40 p.m. yesterday at Trevarno 
Road of a “roughly triangular” object which 
burned orange at its base and “travelled at 
terrific sp$et^’ L' 


"COINCIDENTALLY,'’ the FAA official be¬ 
gan, “two measurements balloons, designed to 
test wind speeds and temperatures, were re¬ 
leased from both San Jose Oakland Airports” 
a few hours before each sighting. 

One balloon was scheduled to descend about 
5:35 a.m. Wednesday “somewhere north of 
Tracy.” 

'flie spokesman said each balloon explodes 
after it has completed its tests at high alti¬ 
tudes, and drops a “triangular box.” 

The boxes arercughly 14 by 16 feet in mea¬ 
surement, and “might be noted to move at 
great speeds, carried first in one direction, 
then in another, at speeds which sometimes 
approach 180 m.p.h.,” the spokesman said. 


HE 'ADDED some fast-falling balloons ap¬ 
pear to “dissipate quickly on explosion and 
travel at right angles when carried by the 
winds.” 

The orange glow, while contributed to by 
the burning of the explosion, also might be 
attributed to by the balloon’s catching both 
late-night and early morning rays of the sun, 
he said. 

Residents who spotted the first “spherical” 
object stated it appeared to ’’shrink into one 
small spot and then expand again,” a phe¬ 
nomenon the spokesman said might be due to 
the initial burning of the falling, streaming 
balloon.” ' 


HE ALSO responded to the latter reports of 
the triangular object which changed direction 
quickly, saying the high-velocity winds he de¬ 
scribed might make a falling balloon appear 
to make-right angle maneuvers. 

And, a check with Travis Air Force Base in 
Fairfield confirmed the Air Force’s being en¬ 
tirely out of the valley area. 

“That was certainly nothing from here,” 
said a Travis Public Information Office 
spokes. “In fact, we discontinued our UFO 
investigations well over a year ago.” 

Any Air Force tests, he said, are usually 
conducted “far out oyer the Pacific.” ^ 
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A mysteri ous object^which 
appeared to some tobe a lighted 
metal ball suspended by 
balloons had some observers in 
the 900 block of South Muskogee

Whatever happened to UFO's? 

On May 31 two New Hampshire 
farmers looked across a field and saw a 
spherical, flat-bottomed object hovering 
above the ground. As they watched, the 
object rose vertically, arced and headed 
into the wind on a horizontal path. 

This is one of scvcrul incoming reports 
of unidentified flying objects received re¬ 
cently by the National Investigations 
Committee on Aerial Phenomena (nicap) 
in Washington, nicap secretary-treas¬ 
urer Stuart Nixon says he believes the 
reports may be the start of n recur¬ 
rence of saucer sightings or at least the 
reporting of saucer sightings, nicap has 
been a long time waiting. Since 1968 
the number of ufo sightings has dropped 
olf, along with public interest in them. 
Last week a Wall Street Journal 
article reported that a probable reason 
for the decline is the negative social 
climate produced by publication m 190S 
of the Condon report, the 810-page sci¬ 
entific study of ufo sightings commis¬ 
sioned by the U.S. Air Force nnd di¬ 
rected by Dr. Edward U. Condon of 
the University of Colorado. It conclud¬ 
ed that “nothing has come from the 
study of ufo’s in the Inst 21 years that 
has added ■ to scientific knowledge." 
And “that further extensive study of 
ufo’s probably cannot be justified in 
the expectation that science will lie ad¬ 
vanced thereby." 

This scientific debunking of the ufo 
phenomena nnd the subsequent, though 
• not necessarily connected, decline in 
sightings presents an interesting be¬ 
havioral pattern. Dr. Ernest K. Hil- 
gard, a Stanford University psycholo¬ 
gist who served on the National Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences panel that reviewed the 
Condon report, believes the report it¬ 
self is not wholly responsible for the 
falling olT of Hying saucer interest, “f 
would like to feel that the report quiet¬ 
ed the saucer interest,” he says, “but 
I do not think so." People .probably 
just lost interest, he suggests. "These 
fads go in cycles,” he 'explains, and 
many persons who would hove been in¬ 
terested in extraterrestrial phenomena 
have turned to other things: drugs, as¬ 
trology, Oriental religions nnd various 
subjective and philosophic fields. As so¬ 
ciety becomes more ulJlucrrt man has 
' time to reflect on his position in the uni¬ 
verse. As he does so he attempts to in¬ 
tegrate himself into and make himscll a 
more important part of that universe,

The recovery team, headed by 
toftv Edwards, recovery 
director, followed the balloon 
from Alabama, stayed overnight 
in Memphis, Tenn., and an¬ 
swered the call when the object 
was spotted over Forrest City. 

The recovery team stayed in 


Forrest City attempting to track 
the balloon until about 10:30 a.m. 
this morning when they received 
reports that the balloon and its 
cargo had been spotted heading 
tqward Searcy and Greer’s 
Ferry take. 

The team had with them a 
hoist truck with wench line to 
recover the balloon and take it 
back to Huntsville. The balloon, 
when spotted over Forrest City, 
was drifting at about 20,000 feet 
and falling at a rate of about 
1,000 feet per minute.

A few days ago a Staffordshire 
policeman submitted photo¬ 
graphs of a “sort of gleaming 
“egg” which he had seen. Coni¬ 
cal objects have appeared in 
the past month over Spain, 
South of France, Italy and 
North Germany. The British 
UFO Research Association has 
now called for a seven-day 
alert, during which several 
volunteers will keep a look-dut 
for similar strange things. 

It is of course easy to explain 
It all away as nonsense. That 
is what some scientists, despite 
the need to avoid bigotry, have 
done. However, even the com¬ 
mittee headed by the American 
physicist, Dr. Condon, which 
investigated hundreds of reports 
of UFO sightings, conceded 
that while a large majority of 
them were explicable in the 
light of what we know • today, 
there were a few which remain¬ 
ed mysterious. 

Logically, even one unex¬ 
plained case is sufficient to 
initiate a multi-disciplined in¬ 
quiry. Hundreds of trained ob¬ 
servers, scientists and airline 
pilots, policemen and military 
personnel have seen them; in 
many cases animals have react¬ 
ed violently to UFOs, eliminat¬ 
ing the possibility of hoaxes and 
human errors; unfakable photo- 
phs and radar sightings have 
:n made. How would it, then, 
be unreasonable to suggest that 
these UFOs may well be extra¬ 
terrestrial spaceships under in¬ 
telligent control. Such a theory 
could cause emotional and 
Sociological upsets, but there 
is no need to be scared. If an 
alien life system has progressed 
enough to make an interstellar 
'voyage, it must also have evolv¬ 
ed out of the phase of violence, 
greed and selfishness. Any space 
visitor to this world can only 
be a friend.

FAVOURITE SPOT 


Aldridge seems to be the 
favourite spot for these 
occurrences. Over the past 15 
years there have been many 
sightings In the area, most of 
which have been reported in 
the "Observer." 

At one stage, the sightings 
became so frequent that a 
member of the South Staf- 
fordshire Metaphysical 
Society said that a "flying 
saucer” would land in the 
Aldridge area in the near 
future. 

This was refuted by the 
late Rev. R. W. Cartmcl.

‘brighter 
i than stars’ 


A light “brighter than 
the stars” has aroused 
the Interest of Rotowaro 
residents after It appear¬ 
ed over the settlement 
at the weekend. 

On Saturday night 
flashes were seen in the 
sky resembling an arc- 
welder, and more pierc¬ 
ing than lightning, ac¬ 
cording to one resident. 

About 4 a.m. the next 
day a shift worker at the 
earho works went outside 
and saw a brilliant sta¬ 
tionary light in the sky. 

"I do not know what 
caught my eye, but I saw 
an unusual bright light. I 
just looked at it. 

"I would not say it was 
terribly lower than the 
stars, hut a lot brighter 
than the stars,” hr said. 

He returned inside, but 
the light tv?* still there 
III minutes later. The 
conditions were quite 
clear at the time. 

The worker said he did 
not think much more 
about it, and it had 
seemed to disappear by t 
a.m. 

When he returned to 
his home a quarter mile 
up the valley his wife 
told him she had seen a 
light about 6.30 a.m. 

This time the light had 
actually been moving, at 
first backwards and for¬ 
wards across the sky, 
after which It made a 
down and up motion. 

Then it had moved 
away slowly In the di¬ 
rection of Raglan, 
Kawhia and the coast. 

A similar incident wag 
reported from the area 
three months ago, when 
two people had witnessed 
another light. 

On this occasion the 
light had made a down- 
and-up motion before 
disappearing. 
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Mr. Gordon Goodby, of 
Honey Hill Road, says he was 
waiting near Allens’ engineer¬ 
ing works for a bus when he 
saw the objects, which he esti¬ 
mates' were travelling at about 
4,000 feet. 

In the sky they looked 
about the size of a new half- 
. penny and the distance be¬ 
tween them stayed the same 
all the time he could see them. 

He says he was looking 
1 down towards the botton of 
Ford End Road, and they 
went over Queen's Park from 
east to. west. 

He saw them for about a 
minute and a half during 
which time they pasted behind

“They had no wings, there 
were no smoke trails, and they 
made no noise.

saw a brilliant white disc rise 
very quickly, moving west to! 
east. j 

Mr Payne said the object 
had two “trailers”, one each 
at the top and bottom which 
clearly showed the direction 
It was moving. 

"It seemed to rise high Into 
the clear sky and began to 
turn north when it disap¬ 
peared just as quickly as it 
had-appeared," he said. 

Mr Payne believes people 
In a car following his must 
have seen the object also as 
he stopped to point It out 
to them.

SIGHTING 

Until last night, Mr D. 
Houghton of Tokoroa, had 
some doubts about the truth 
of reported U.F.O. sightings. 

But after watching an ob¬ 
ject moving across the night 
sky at 6.10 p.nt. last night, he 
is convinced that they do 
exist. 

"My mother who was In 
her bedroom at the time, first 
saw the U.F.O., and called 
out to me to have a look and 
a few seconds later 1 spotted 
it,” Mr Houghton said last 
night. 

He said he watched the 
object fly from the south in 
tr north-westerly direction for 
60 seconds until it disappear¬ 
ed over the horizon.

It was an oscillating light 
without a beam," Mr Hough¬ 
ton said. 

Mr Houghton could not 
estimate the distance away 
from him the object was, but 
said it was about the height 
of the cloudline. 

“I’ve seen comets, aero¬ 
planes, helicopters and satel¬ 
lites at night, but this thing 
didn’t resemble any of these,” 
he said. 

. Mr Houghton’s father, 
Mr R. Houghton, admitted 
that he had not previously 
seen any similar object In the 
sky at night. 

This morning Mr D. 
Houghton spoke to U.F.O. 
expert, Mr T. Bailing of 
Taupo, who is likely to come 
to Tokoroa this week to con¬ 
sult with him. 

Mr Bailing said this morn¬ 
ing that though there was a 
number of reported sightings 
earlier this year, they had 
been few and far between in 
the area over the past few 
months. 

.He said that he had heard 
of no similar report. 
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
